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The foreign patent application (W099/37761) by Hoehe et al., is being submitted as a 
reference in the accompanying Information Disclosure Statement. This reference is believed to 
be relevant to Applicants' discovery since it discloses several polymorphic sites in the P2AR gene 
(see abstract). This reference also discloses haplotypes of the P2AR gene for the polymorphic 
sites at nucleotide positions 1541, 1568, 1633, and 1666 of the P2AR gene (see pages 2, 6, and 7). 
These positions correspond to PS7, PS8, PS9, and PS 10, respectively, in Applicants' U.S. 
Application (09/81 1285).
